The club has filed a bill for an in juuc 


tion restraining the sheriri or any of hi' 
representatives or agents from intoi'l-i-mi 
in anyway with tae proposed e.\bibi 
tinu, from preventing any poison tron 
entering the grounds, otc. The bill sots 
foitli the ileclaratou made by the sheriff 
of a purpose to taljo possession of the 
property of the club arena, etc. It fnr 
tlier sets forth that the continued reitea 
tion by the sheriff of his intention has 
already seriously interfered with the sal 
of tickets and the prospective success ot 
a business enterprise, engaged in bv the 
clnb. 


It is furtlvr stated that, in the belief 


of the club's officials, ttu.se threats wil 
continue miles, an injunction shall issuo 
until the proposed contest or enteiprise 
is abandoned to tlie detriment of the in- 
terest of tiie club. The bill shows that 
the agreement for the contest is in ac- 
cordance with tho city ordinance, p.iss.-d 
by virtue of the power granted i,y tie 
legislature to regulate and license aniuse- 
nients and exhibitions. 


Notice was served on Sheriff Browartl 


of the action soon after the. bill was, iileii 
and a hearing was had before Judge 
Call, but no decision was made, tiio 
judge ami"iuieing that ho would decide 
the matter this afternoon.

granted a temporary injunction retrain- 
ing the sheriff from interfering until the 
case in court is set tied.

We quite agree 
with Mr. Cramer. Wo cheerfully do our 
part herewith iu helping 1dm lay before 
the public sumo of the good results ob- 
tained by applying deduction to biology. 
Stomach slmwod by this method Unit an 
mrroacnlar reflex involving tho retina 
has nothing to do with contracting the 
pupil in the excised eye of fishes or am- 
phibia, but that this contraction is quite 
independent of tlio chromatophores. To 
be sure! 


Our minds are set completely at rest, 


however, by the a priori reasoning of 
Profos-or Hpongol, who has given to the 
world the chief part of its information ae 
far as it ha-, got on the noses of mollusks. 
Professor Spongel knew already that va- 
rious ciliated organs in moilnsks had 
never been brought under the yoke ol 
homulogy. He at once prepared lhrouc;]i 
the logical process of reasoning the big- 
gest kind uf a yoke of homology for tbt 
mollusks. By way of explanation Mr, 
Cramer tells us that one of the decisive 
tests m morphology tor the determina- 
tion of hnniDlogj- is the mode of innorva- 
tion uf an organ.

got ut the morphology of our organs, 
therefore, yon only have to determine 
how they mnervale. 


Professor Spengel used the common 


scientific method till he found on! that 
various ciliated organs existed in the 
prosobraueb gastropods, likewise m tlio 
teclibr.ine.hs. Then he inferred by tlie 
logical method that they ought nKo to 
occur in tin opislhobranchs and the la- 
tnollibrancbs. Hi; was on the high '-oad 
to discoveries that are to shake the plan- 
ets. "With ono stroke of deduction he 
swept away a whole brood of old views,'' 
says tile enthusiastic. Mr. Cramer. He 
had found out by his learning that the 
olfactory nerve of the lainellibraneliE 
rises from tbu ganglia inserted in the 
visci.ral commissure and not ['rum the 
pleura] ganglia. The thrilling lind that 
ovotturned Iho old system of thought 
was obtained by reasoning thai the pari- 
Dto-.splancliinc ganglia of lamollihranchs 
were thus genuine simon pure visceral 
ganglia, and not at all the homologues of 
tueplouralgaugliaof gastropods. There- 
fore the iianeto-splaiichuic gaugliaof hi- 
inellibranchs are morphologically liomo- 
logues with the visceral ganglia of other 
m ollusks. See? 


Thai Big MiMcor. 


If it was not duly recorded on a ship's 


log, one would be inclined to cbn,s the 
tale told by the captain and first officer 
of the sto.uuer Yomabsoo with t,he sea 
serpent jam- 
But there it stands in 


the Yom.is.soe's logbook—tlie brief note 
that Dec. 2J, lo miles south of Charles- 
ton bar, -HI minutes past (i in tlie morn- 
ing, tho captain and his first offieer snw 
"an llninoi^e meteor." The meteor last- 
ed entire for K) minutes, bearing east in 
a straight lino: f hen for 10 minutes more 
it wabbled zigzag and ut the end of that 
timo burst into a hundred fragments, 
more or less. It took 10 minutes for the 
fragments to be used up and disappear, 
so that the whole phenomenon lasted 
half an hour. Both the officers vouch 
for this. The Yemassee is a ship making 
trips between Xcw York and Charleston.

ment between tlie two men about this 
monstrous meteor—if it was one. The 
first officer stakes bis reputation for ve- 
racity on thtssizeof the thing being equal 
to at least that of six moons.
